We  have  tracked  down  an  email  question  to  the  Bristol  Road  Safety  Team  from  a  Forensic  Collision  Investigator  with 
the  Avon  and  Somerset  Police. 

The  project  team  passed  the  following  back  to  the  road  safety  team  on  4  February  2018.  I  do  not  have  a  record  of 
when  that  email  was  subsequently  passed  on  to  the  Investigator. 

"During  the  course  of  the  avtm  works,  the  Ashton  road  overbridge  depicted  in  the  below  mentioned  picture  [that 
the  Investigator  sent  to  the  Council]  has  never  been  closed;  neither  has  the  footbridge  leading  off  the  A370  Brunei 
Way  overbridge.  This  footbridge  formed  an  intrinsic  part  of  the  pedestrian  diversion  route  whilst  the  footpath  in 
Ashton  Gate  Underpass  was  closed. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  correspondence,  the  only  closures  in  place  at  the  REDACTEDe  of  the  accident  was  the 
footpath  in  Ashton  Gate  underpass  &  the  staircase(s)  leading  down  to  the  same.  This  is  shown  on  "Forest  Traffic 
signals  DWG  SBBB01/0004TMA01". 

The  pedestrian  closure  was  been  in  place  since  approximately  May  2015  &  was  subsequently  removed  on  the  1st 
December  2017."

Marvin  Rees,  Mayor  of  Bristol  said:  "I  had  agreed  to  attend  scrutiny  until  councillors  called  for  a  Full  Council  meeting 
on  the  same  day,  introducing  a  new  REDACTEDe  pressure  which  requires  preparation.  Council  officers  are  open  to 
attending  scrutiny  wherever  this  is  possible,  although  commitments  such  as  pre-existing  holidays  mean  not 
everyone  can  attend  short-notice,  previously  unscheduled  items. 

"Scrutiny  sets  its  own  work  programme  and  is  responsible  for  resourcing  the  amount  of  work  that  it  chooses  to  take 
on.  It  has  already  spent  nearly  10  hours  on  the  arena  and  one  of  its  commissions  was  briefed  on  the  housing 
company  proposals.

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Basically  the  report  states  that  gay  people,  ethnic  groups  and  women  are  at  higher  risk  of  attacks  if  the 
council  goes  ahead  with  the  city  centre  arena. 

The  author  goes  on  to  state  there  are  mitigating  factors  which  can  be  put  in  place  -  such  as  CCTV  and 
lighting  -  to  reduce  the  risks. 

Presumably  Equality  Impact  Assessments  are  fairly  standard,  but  I  don't  recall  ever  seeing  assessments  go  in 
to  detail  about  potential  sexual,  gender  or  race  attacks  before.  Is  this  commonplace? 

Will  the  same  form  of  risk  assessment  be  carried  out  for  the  alternative  use  development  if/when  it  is  further 
along  the  line? 

How  much  weight  is  given  to  this  fonn  of  assessment  when  making  a  final  decision?

Inner  City  Development  and  the  Arena 
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For  thirty  years  as  the  leader  of  the  Bristol  Initiative  and  Chief  Executive  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  I 
was  involved  with  many  of  the  REDACTED  improvements  within  Bristol. 

The  building  of  Cabot  Circus,  and  the  regeneration  of  the  harbour  waterfront  are  just 

two  examples  where  the  facilitation  of  private  investment  has  transformed  the  City.  I  am  passionately 

dedicated  to  the  improvement  of  Bristol  as  a  great  City  and  for  the  benefit  of  all  who  live  in  and  around  it. 

The  current  unfortunate  politicisation  of  a  location  for  an  Arena  as  an  isolated  matter  betrays  the  absolute 
need  to  be  aware  of  and  achieve  the  best  uses  for  all  of  the  limited  land  available.  There  are  better  uses  for 
the  land  at  Temple  Meads  and  we  have  a  golden  offer  for  provision  of  an  Arena  elsewhere  within  the  City 
and  completely  at  the  cost  of  the  private  sector. 

I  believe  that,  the  current  Mayor  has  performed  well  against  difficult  odds  and  has  become  an  impressive 
leader.  He  has  successfully  for  the  moment  dealt  with  the  appalling  challenges  of  reduced  funding  for  local 
government. 

However,  the  pressure  for  savings  will  continue  relentlessly  and  the  key  Council  responsibilities,  including 
most  importantly  for  child  and  adult  care,  will  be  a  grinding  problem  for  the  public  purse  until  a  more 
realistic  funding  arrangement  is  secured.  On  this  point  alone,  it  is  unthinkable  that  the  Mayor  should 
contemplate  the  use  of  over  one  hundred  million  pounds  of  public  money  to  enable  the  building  of  an  arena 
at  Temple  Meads.  This  highly  desirable  addition  to  the  cultural  provision  for  the  City  should  and  must  be  at 
the  risk  of  private  enterprise.  The  alternative  location  requires  no  such  public  intervention  apart  from  the 
modest  cost  associated  with  a  short  railway  link,  which  would  be  provided  anyway  from  a  different  public 
purse  and  which  would,  in  any  case,  be  very  helpful  to  the  anticipated  population  in  that  area. 

Decisions  like  these  should  be  derived  from  a  reduction  of  confusing  nuances  of  opinion  to  the  hard  and 
salient  facts  and  a  clarity  about  the  potential  to  misuse  public  money  on  vanity  projects.

Background  from  MetroBus: 

The  m2  metrobus  service  replaces  the  903.  The  903  Park  &  Ride  service  is  currently  subsidised  by  Bristol  City 
Council.  The  m2  metrobus  service  takes  a  slightly  different  route  because  it  is  designed  to  be  a  commercial  bus 
service  that  does  not  require  revenue  support  from  the  council. 

The  new  route  supports  existing,  new  and  planned  housing  development  and  gives  more  people  access  to  the 
service  and  public  transport  than  the  903.  Stops  on  the  m2  route  include  Ashton  Vale,  Wapping  Wharf  where  324 
new  homes  are  currently  being  built  and  Ashton  Gate  near  the  existing  housing  development  at  Paxton  Drive  and 
where  190  homes  are  being  built.  The  route  also  serves  the  Cumberland  Basin  where  more  new  housing  is  planned 
and  Spike  Island  where  residents  currently  have  very  few  bus  services. 

The  m2  will  provide  much  improved,  high  frequency  connections  to  Cabot  Circus,  Temple  Meads,  Broadmead  and 
the  city  centre  for  residents  of  Ashton  Vale. 

The  nearest  bus  stop  for  passengers  travelling  to  Harbourside  on  the  m2  is  Gaol  Ferry  Steps.  From  the  bus  stop  it  is  a 
short  walk  of  700  metres  to  Millennium  Square  via  the  M  Shed,  Arnolfini  and  Pero's  Bridge.  For  passengers  returning 
to  the  Park  &  Ride  from  the  Harbourside  their  nearest  stop  will  be  on  Prince  Street. 

In  the  first  two  weeks  of  operations,  First  will  be  offering  m2  customers  discounted  travel.  All  of  First's  day,  season 
and  group  tickets  will  be  accepted  on  the  m2,  allowing  travel  onto  other  services. 

As  the  new  metrobus  service  will  be  run  on  a  commercial  basis  the  council  has  had  to  withdraw  its  supported  Park  & 
Ride  service  as  legally  it  cannot  compete  with  a  commercial  service.

Firstly,  and  most  immediately,  is  the  question  of  the  group  of  travellers  who  have  set  up  camp  on  the  route

They  say  many  of  them  use  the  service  from  the  Anchor  Road  stop  (including  many  council  employees)  and 
said  M2  is  not  an  alternative  option. 

What  is  the  advice  Metrobus  can  give  to  those  passengers?  Where  should  they  get  off  now,  or  what 
alternative  service  can  they  use? 

Are  there  any  discussions  going  on  about  an  alternative  provision  from  Long  Ashton  park  and  ride  to 
Anchor  Road/the  north  side  of  the  harbour? 

Hope  these  queries  make  sense.

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We  are  writing  to  you  because  we  are  very  concerned  about  Bristol  City  Council’s  (“BCC”)  Special  Educational  Needs  and  Disabilities 
(“SEND”)  department.  It  is  clear  to  us  that  they  are  under  enormous,  indeed  unbearable,  pressure  and  as  a  result  are  failing  to  meet  the 
needs  of  children  and  young  people  in  the  city. 

Following  Freedom  of  Information  requests,  we  have  learnt  that  BCC  have  had  399  requests  for  statutory  assessment  for  an  Education 
Flealth  Care  Plan  (“EHCP”)  so  far  this  year.  Compare  this  to  a  year  ago,  when  in  the  whole  of  2017  they  received  442  such  requests. 
Unsurprisingly  this  has  lead  to  long  delays  on  decisions  as  to  whether  to  assess,  and  further  delays  in  issuing  and  reviewing  EHCPs.  For 
example,  between  September  2017  and  July  2018  only  53%  of  annual  reviews  actually  took  place.  Moreover,  those  EFICPs  which  are 
issued  are  frequently  woefully  inadequate  and  fall  significantly  below  the  standard  which  is  to  be  expected  of  a  binding  legal  document. 

As  you  may  be  aware,  Bristol  —  which  was  recently  ranked  145th  out  of  152  Local  Authorities  in  relation  to  children  and  young  people  - 
has  amongst  the  highest  permanent  and  fixed  term  exclusion  rate  in  the  country  in  both  primary  and  secondary  schools.  Pupil  Referral 
Units  are  full,  and  a  number  of  parents  that  we  are  aware  of  do  not  have  placements  for  their  children  for  this  coming  academic  year. 
Many  such  children  have  been  without  a  placement  for  several  months. 

Whilst  we  are  delighted  that  the  High  Court  has  quashed  BCC’s  unlawful  decision  to  remove  £5million  from  the  SEND  budget,  this  is 
no  guarantee  of  preventing  future  cuts,  nor  does  it  provide  any  additional  money  for  BCC  to  spend  on  SEND. 

We  note  that  Bristol  City  Council  has  very  recently  unveiled  its  Children’s  Charter  in  which  it  states, 

"The  rights  and  best  interests  of  children  and  young  people  are  a  priority  for  decision  makers  in  Bristol” 

"Bristol  Children's  Charter  applies  to  every  single  child  without  discrimination" 

"Children  have  access  to  an  education  that  develops  their  potential  in  both  what  they  learn  and  who  they  become  so  that  they  have  skills 
for  both  life  and  work." 

"Children  are  supported  to  live  in  safe  and  healthy  families  as  they  grow  up  in  a  city  that  supports  parent,  carers  and  family  members" 

"We  will  invest  in  our  resources  so  that  we  protect  and  provide  for  the  most  vulnerable  children  and  young  people  in  our  city  to  reduce 
inequalities  that  exist." 

We  sincerely  hope  and  expect  that  these  aspirations  translate  into  meaningful  and  concrete  outcomes  for  children  and  young  people  with 
SEND  and  their  families  and  carers  in  Bristol,  elsewise  the  Charter  itself  becomes  meaningless. 

Our  questions  to  you,  our  constituency  MPs  and  elected  Mayor,  are  this:  what  are  you  doing  to  ensure  that  Bristol’s  children  and  young 
people  with  SEND  receive  the  provision  to  meet  their  needs  to  which  they  are  legally  entitled  and  within  the  statutory  timescales?  How 
are  you  going  to  hold  BCC  and  central  government  which  of  course  provides  the  delegated  funding,  to  account  to  ensure  that  Bristol 
leaves  behind  its  reputation  as  a  city  with  poor  outcomes  for  children  with  SEND?

Green  councillors  will  be  looking  into  whether  the  matter  should  be  brought  before  Bristol  Council’s  Values 
and  Ethics  subcommittee,  which  examines  conflicts  of  interest  and  reputational  damage  to  the  Council. 


Statement  from  Cllr  Eleanor  Conihlev  on  Bristol  Arena  FOT  revelations 


“I  try  always  to  give  people  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  so  I  have  tried  to  take  Mayor  Marvin  Rees  at  his  word 
when  he  claimed  to  be  keeping  an  open  mind  over  the  location  of  Bristol’s  Arena.  This  week’s  revelations, 
however,  don’t  seem  to  leave  any  more  room  for  doubt. 


“On  March  23rd  2018  Mayor  Rees  stated  in  his  blog,  “let  me  be  clear  that  the  decision  has  not  been  made 
and  we  are  building  an  evidence  base”.  However  two  days  earlier  someone  (whose  name  has  been  redacted 
from  the  FOI  request)  introduces  himself  to  a  meeting  on  Transport  for  the  Filton  Arena  as  the  person  who 
“has  been  appointed  by  BCC  to  prepare  a  statement  of  support  for  the  Brabazon  Arena  project  proposed  by 
YTL.”  Why  was  the  Mayor  paying  someone  to  make  the  case  for  this  option,  while  at  the  same  time 
claiming  not  to  be  committed  to  it?  If  there  is  some  advocate  for  Temple  Island  working  away  for  balance, 
we  haven’t  seen  any  evidence  of  it,  for  example  at  the  arena  scrutiny  meetings. 


“On  April  26th,  in  a  chain  of  emails  between  BCC  and  YTL,  an  email  states  “we  agreed  that  BCC  would 

work  with  us  on  the  sequential  test. . .  [which]  will  require  the  TQ  option  to  have  been  eliminated.”  This 

implies  the  Council  would  be  helping  YTL  to  deal  with  the  planning  law  which  (recognising  the  value  of 

city  centre  development)  would  rule  out  an  arena  at  Filton  while  Temple  Quarter  still  has  a  viable  site. 

Interestingly,  in  the  Mayor’s  next  blog  on  the  arena,  in  June  2018,  he  tries  to  shift  the  debate  from  talking 
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about  the  arena  location,  and  instead  starts  promoting  alternative  uses  for  Temple  Island.  If  someone  was 
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looking  for  a  way  to  eliminate  the  Temple  Island  option,  taking  the  decision  in  September  Cabinet  to  build 
something  else  on  the  site  would  certainly  do  the  trick. 


“All  the  evidence  suggests  that  while  the  Mayor  was  telling  the  press,  councillors  and  public  that  he  would 
‘make  an  unbiased  decision  with  all  the  evidence’,  he  appears  to  be,  behind  the  scenes,  using  tax  payers’ 
money  to  employ  someone  to  lobby  for  a  private  concern,  and  essentially  sabotaging  the  existing  Council 
Arena  project.  Taking  this  together  with  the  hospitality  he  has  received  from  YTL,  I  suspect  that  any 
decision  the  Mayor  makes  now  will  be  tainted  in  the  eyes  of  the  public,  and  I  have  real  concerns  about  how 
exposed  this  could  leave  the  council  to  legal  challenges.  I  think  we  now  have  to  ask  if  the  Mayor  has  a  case 
to  answer  before  the  Council  Values  and  Ethics  committee. 


“I  really  hope  that  I  am  wrong.  I  really  hope  that  the  Mayor  is  not  predetermined,  and  is  able  to  look  at  the 
evidence.  I  firmly  believe  that  it  should  lead  him  to  conclude,  as  did  KPMG,  10  out  of  1 1  members  of 
Scrutiny,  and  a  clear  majority  of  all  councillors,  that  a  Temple  Island  Arena  is  deliverable,  affordable,  and 
the  best  option  for  the  city.”

Marvin  Rees,  Mayor  of  Bristol  in  cabinet 
CHECK  AGAINST  DELIVERY 


The  arena  has  been  a  point  of  interest  for  many  years  in  the  city... not  just  in  the  last  two  years.  The  council  first 
looked  at  a  plan  for  an  arena  back  in  the  early  1990s  and  a  number  of  administrations,  including  the  LibDems  and 
my  predecessor  failed  to  get  it  done.  They  failed  because  none  of  them  got  to  grips  with  the  financial  challenges 
that  an  Arena  posed. 

An  arena  is  not  an  easy  development  to  make  money  from  if  you're  the  owner.  That's  exactly  why  the  private  sector 
has  traditionally  stayed  away  from  them  and  many  are  built  with  public  funding. 

The  model  for  the  Temple  Island  Arena  has  been  exactly  that.  And  as  is  often  the  reality  with  politicians  ...nobody 
has  looked  too  closely  at  the  spend  of  council  tax-payers  money  and  of  course,  costs  and  risks  have  always  been 
more  than  politicians  were  ready  to  admit. 

It's  interesting  isn't  it  that  the  most  noise  and  the  most  outspoken  critics  are  those  that  have  failed  and  of  course, 
my  political  opponents  who  just  see  an  opportunity... 

The  Lib  Dems  made  no  progress  whatsoever  during  their  administration,  but  now  claim  it's  a  crucial  impact  for  the 
city,  well,  then  why  didn't  you  build  it  or  are  you  better  at  opposition  noise  than  you  were  at  getting  stuff  done? 

The  Greens  care  so  little  about  public  money  they  carried  a  motion  to  build  the  arena  regardless  of  the  cost  and  with 
no  understanding  of  the  risks  attached  to  spending  council  tax  payers  money.  These  are  the  last  people  to  be  trusted 
with  public  money  and  even  today,  they  continue  to  ask  the  wrong  question  and  see  a  binary  choice  around  location 
of  an  arena,  still  not  understanding  the  primary  questions  around  affordability  and  impact  on  the  city's  jobs  and 
economic  output.  And  the  Green  group  is  so  out  of  step  with  Green  Party  ambitions,  we  can  only  conclude 
they  are  letting  down  their  own  supporters.  So  determined  are  they  to  use  the  arena  to  score  political  appoints  and 
boost  their  own  Mayoral  campaign,  they  have  not  confronted  the  enormous  carbon  output  of  an  arena,  far  in  excess 
of  any  other  type  of  comparable  build.  They  have  abandoned  the  'small  is  beautiful'  model  that  their  supporters 
champion,  for  political  gain.  They  have  just  demanded  and  stamped  their  feet  for  the  £150  million  to 

be  spent,  when  we  would  have  expected  them  to  re-direct  the  investment  in  green  projects. ..especially  when  we 
have  introduced  the  leap  prospectus-  a  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity  to  reinvent  the  city's  relationship  with  energy. 
We  haven't  seen  or  heard  anything  from  them  on  that.  And  they  have  ignored  the  impact  on  air  pollution...  I  have 
no  idea  what's  going  on  with  the  Green  group  but  they  look  and  sound  like  Tories,  not  environmental  activists. 

The  Lib  Dems  and  the  Greens  just  lack  understanding. ..and  have  demonstrated  their  inability  to  lead  or  to  be  trusted 
with  big  decisions  or  with  council  taxpayers  money. 

The  Conservatives  on  the  other  hand  know  better...  and  they  have  simply  jumped  on  the  bandwagon  of  political 
opportunism  and  they  know  they  have.  Privately,  I  suspect  a  number  of  the  Conservative  group  agree  with  me... 
but  they  love  a  public  argument  and  they  won't  miss  the  chance  to  create  noise  that  may  help  their  own  political 
futures.  Where  they  have  lost  sight  of  their  own  core  values  though,  is  simply  backing  a  public  sector  spend 
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project.  I  have  never  heard  a  Tory  advocate  public  intervention  over  the  free  market,  particularly  where  the  market 
is  offering  a  solution.  This  Conservative  group  too,  in  the  name  of  opportunism,  are  letting  their  supporters 
down.  If  this  isn't  simple  political  opportunism,  then  they  too  have  proved  themselves  unfit  to  represent  the 
council  tax  payers  of  Bristol.  This  fits  with  the  fact  that  the  black  hole  of  finance  we  were  left  with,  was  as  a  result  of 
the  mess  overseen  by  a  Conservative  Cabinet  lead  for  Finance. 

And  then  there's  my  predecessor...  George  Ferguson,  who  is  'fighting  to  the  death'  (his  words)  to  save  his  greatest 
ever  vanity  project.  His  claim  that  he  'wishes  he  had  signed  the  agreement'  would  be  laughable  if  it  wasn't  so  sad.  I 
don't  know  if  George  didn't  know  what  was  actually  going  on  or  if  he  has  just  caught  the  fake  news  bug  but  there  was 
no  agreement  to  sign  .  The  pre-construction  phase  was  up  and  running  and  by  the  time  I  took  office,  the  cost  of 
building  an  arena  was  £75  million  more  than  his  agreed  budget.  Even  today,  when  I  have  forced  the  price  down,  we 
remain  £30  million  over  the  budget. 

And  we  have  huge  risk.  We  share  the  risk  of  building  costs  going  up...  and  we  share  that  risk  with  Buckingham 
Group,  an  organisation  I  should  add  who  have  been  good  partners  and  who  continue  to  work  with  us  and  handle 
themselves  with  dignity  and  professionalism.  These  are  the  qualities  mayors  all  over  the  world  are  looking  for  in 
partners. 

What  we  have  to  confront  is  there  are  very  difficult  financial  consequences  and  risk  for  each  option.  We  have  to 
ask  ourselves,  what  is  our  attitude  to  risk.  Going  forward  with  Temple  Island  arena  means  we  have  all  the  risk  of  a 
circular  relationship  between  the  loan  to  build  the  arena  and  the  risk  of  maintaining  an  operator  and  rents.

Of  course  we  have  looked  at  how  we  could  get  an  arena  built  with  private  money,  on  Temple  island  or  elsewhere. 

Of  course,  a  private  sector  arena,  transferring  all  the  risk  to  the  private  sector  and  away  from  the  tax  payer  in  the 
name  of  protecting  public  services,  is  the  best  course  of  action. 

And  so  much  for  the  smears  and  insults  ...they  simply  don't  stack  up.  They  say  more  about  those  calling  the  smears, 
than  they  do  about  me  or  anyone  at  Bristol  City  Council.  Allegations  that  we  are  doing  anyone  a  favour  is 
ridiculous.  Any  private  sector  organisation  who  wants  to  invest  £100million  of  their  own  money  and  take  all  the  risk 
on  an  at-best  marginal  proposition  is  welcome  but  rather  than  insult  them,  we  should  applaud  anyone  ready  to  give  it 
a  go.  And  we  will  fully  test  the  market,  if  we  don't  proceed  with  the  arena  today. 

And  so  to  the  alternative  uses... 

Those  who  choose  to  rubbish  the  KPMG  report  do  so  for  political  gain  or  to  make  weak  argument.  KPMG  used  all  the 
respected  industry  standards  to  come  to  a  conclusion  and  they  did  so  independently.  Anyone  who  has  actually  read 
the  report  will  see  the  stark  and  powerful  conclusions  that  are  the  only  take-away's  from  that  report.  I 
commissioned  that  report  because  it  was  obvious  that  to  build  the  arena  was  going  to  be  far  more  expensive  and  risky 
than  was  ever  made  clear.  So  I  needed  to  understand,  for  the  good  of  the  city,  how  much  impact  the  arena  would 
have  on  jobs  and  the  economy.  Having  an  additional  cultural  offer  is  of  course  welcome  but  it  has  to  make  sense  for 
the  city.  Jobs  and  affordable  housing  are  the  key  challenges  for  the  city  so  I  was  keen  to  have  a  clear  explanation  of 
how  the  arena  impacted  on  these  aims.  As  for  cultural  impact,  employment  is  cultural  impact,  homes  is  cultural 
impact,  not  just  events. 

The  report  clearly  told  me  ...that  an  alternative  use  was  far  better.  The  arena  brought  fewer  jobs  and  most  jobs  in 
arenas  around  the  country  are  temporary  and  minimum  wage.  A  mixed  use  site,  including  a  conference  centre 
would  blow  away  the  arena  for  jobs  and  create  a  stronger  tax  base  and  economic  output  for  the  city. 

Jobs  and  affordable  homes  are  the  key  values  for  the  delivery  of  my  administration.  I  will  prioritise  them. 

Looking  at  the  facts,  the  greater  impact  on  jobs  and  the  city  economy  -  more  than  3x  as  many  in  a  mixed  use 
development  and  £500  million  more  economic  output,  it  is  obvious  where  the  facts  lead  us. 
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The  only  questions  that  matter  are  the  best  use  of  council  tax  payers  money  and  the  best  use  of  Temple  Island  land, 
jobs  and  the  long  term  stability  of  the  city's  economy  and  the  council's  finances  ...  I  will  shortly  hand  back  to  Craig 
Cheney  to  take  the  decision  on  the  land  use. 

Before  I  do  that,  I  will  invite  cabinet  members  to  comment....

Marvin  Rees,  Mayor  of  Bristol  said:  "I  had  agreed  to  attend  scrutiny  until  councillors  called  for  a  Full  Council  meeting 
on  the  same  day,  introducing  a  new  time  pressure  which  requires  preparation.  Council  officers  are  open  to 
attending  scrutiny  wherever  this  is  possible,  although  commitments  such  as  pre-existing  holidays  mean  not 
everyone  can  attend  short-notice,  previously  unscheduled  items. 

"Scrutiny  sets  its  own  work  programme  and  is  responsible  for  resourcing  the  amount  of  work  that  it  chooses  to  take 
on.  It  has  already  spent  nearly  10  hours  on  the  arena  and  one  of  its  commissions  was  briefed  on  the  housing 
company  proposals.  The  Chair  has  chosen  to  be  ambitious  in  scope  and  impose  additional  items  on  his  meeting.

I  do  not  have  a  record  of 
when  that  email  was  subsequently  passed  on  to  the  Investigator. 

"During  the  course  of  the  avtm  works,  the  Ashton  road  overbridge  depicted  in  the  below  mentioned  picture  [that 
the  Investigator  sent  to  the  Council]  has  never  been  closed;  neither  has  the  footbridge  leading  off  the  A370  Brunei 
Way  overbridge.  This  footbridge  formed  an  intrinsic  part  of  the  pedestrian  diversion  route  whilst  the  footpath  in 
Ashton  Gate  Underpass  was  closed. 

As  stated  in  my  previous  correspondence,  the  only  closures  in  place  at  the  time  of  the  accident  was  the  footpath  in 
Ashton  Gate  underpass  &  the  staircase(s)  leading  down  to  the  same.  This  is  shown  on  "Forest  Traffic  signals  DWG 
SBBB01/0004TMA01". 

The  pedestrian  closure  was  been  in  place  since  approximately  May  2015  &  was  subsequently  removed  on  the  1st

I  would  share  with  you  -  any  response  gratefully  received  as  ever. 

Last  evening,  at  around  5.45pm,  a  young  woman  called  REDACTED,  from  Westbury-on-Trym,  was  walking 
the  family  dog  REDACTED  up  the  zig-zag  path  to  the  castle  on  the  Blaise  Estate.  The  dog  ran  ahead  and  she 
found  it  had  found  a  big  pile  of  raisins  behind  a  bench. 
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Raisins  cause  liver  failure  in  dogs  (no,  I  didn’t  know  that  either)  and  the  dog  is  now  spending  48  hours  in  the 
dog  hospital,  although  it  will  pull  through. 

REDACTED  said  it  was  a  lot  of  raisins,  too  many  to  scoop  up  with  two  hands  together,  was  how  she 
described  it.  She  cleared  it  up  and  got  the  dog  home. 

There  was  nothing  else  around  to  suggest  it  was  dropped  accidentally:  other  food,  wrappers,  packaging  etc, 
and  it  looked  as  if  it  had  been  placed  there  deliberately.

A  Bristol  City  Council  spokesperson  said:  "We  were  awarded  funding  from  central  Government  in  June  to  support 
homeless  people  in  the  city.  We  aim  to  use  a  portion  of  this  to  set  up  a  new  shelter  for  rough  sleepers  in  Bristol  in 
the  building  known  currently  as  St  Anne's  House. 


"We  do  acknowledge  that  the  tight  turn-around  time  on  this  project  has  had  an  impact  on  our  ability  to  engage  with 
the  community.  The  reason  for  the  short  time  scale  is  because  the  government  has  made  the  funding  available  to  be 
used  for  this  winter.  This  is  so  we  can  have  a  meaningful  impact  on  reducing  rough  sleeping  in  the  city  by  March 
2019. 


"Engaging  with  the  local  community  is  very  important  to  us,  and  the  first  community  liaison  meeting  at  St  Anne's 
House  was  attended  by  90  people  and  a  second  meeting  will  be  held  today  (Monday  August  20).  Officers  have  also 
been  out  to  visit  residents  and  representatives  local  businesses.

A  Bristol  City  Council  spokesperson  said:  "We  were  awarded  funding  from  central  Government  in  June  to  support 
homeless  people  in  the  city.  We  aim  to  use  a  portion  of  this  to  set  up  a  new  shelter  for  rough  sleepers  in  Bristol  in 
the  building  known  currently  as  St  Anne's  House. 


"We  do  acknowledge  that  the  tight  turn-around  time  on  this  project  has  had  an  impact  on  our  ability  to  engage  with 
the  community.  The  reason  for  the  short  time  scale  is  because  the  government  has  made  the  funding  available  to  be 
used  for  this  winter.  This  is  so  we  can  have  a  meaningful  impact  on  reducing  rough  sleeping  in  the  city  by  March 
2019. 


"Engaging  with  the  local  community  is  very  important  to  us,  and  the  first  community  liaison  meeting  at  St  Anne's 
House  was  attended  by  90  people  and  a  second  meeting  will  be  held  today  (Monday  August  20).  Officers  have  also 
been  out  to  visit  residents  and  representatives  local  businesses. 

"St  Mungo's,  who  will  be  responsible  for  running  the  shelter  should  planning  permission  be  granted,  has  set  up  a 
newsletter  for  local  residents,  and  the  first  edition  was  hand-delivered  to  around  200  surrounding  homes  last  week. 
St  Mungo's  also  plan  to  set  up  an  email  mailing  list  for  newsletter  updates  and  we  will  continue  to  use  social  media 
and  hold  engagement  events  if  the  shelter  is  awarded  planning  permission. 

"There  is  also  a  formal  consultation  taking  place  about  the  planning  consent  application  which  closes  on  August  24. 


"It  is  important  to  note  that  the  planning  application  is  proposing  to  use  St  Anne's  House  as  a  winter  shelter  on  an 
interim  basis  for  the  next  two  winters  until  March  2020.  After  this  period  the  longer  term  use  for  the  site/building 
will  be  decided  by  Bristol  City  Council. 


"If  approved,  it  would  provide  much-needed  additional  capacity  for  the  city's  shelter  programme  which  currently 
stands  at  65  beds."

A  Bristol  City  Council  spokesperson  said:  "We  were  awarded  funding  from  central  Government  in  June  to  support 
homeless  people  in  the  city.  We  aim  to  use  a  portion  of  this  to  set  up  a  new  shelter  for  rough  sleepers  in  Bristol  in 
the  building  known  currently  as  St  Anne's  House. 

"We  do  acknowledge  that  the  tight  turn-around  time  on  this  project  has  had  an  impact  on  our  ability  to  engage  with 
the  community.  The  reason  for  the  short  time  scale  is  because  the  government  has  made  the  funding  available  to  be 
used  for  this  winter.  This  is  so  we  can  have  a  meaningful  impact  on  reducing  rough  sleeping  in  the  city  by  March 
2019. 

"Engaging  with  the  local  community  is  very  important  to  us,  and  the  first  community  liaison  meeting  at  St  Anne's 
House  was  attended  by  90  people  and  a  second  meeting  will  be  held  today  (Monday  August  20).  Officers  have  also 
been  out  to  visit  residents  and  representatives  local  businesses. 

"St  Mungo's,  who  will  be  responsible  for  running  the  shelter  should  planning  permission  be  granted,  has  set  up  a 
newsletter  for  local  residents,  and  the  first  edition  was  hand-delivered  to  around  200  surrounding  homes  last  week. 

St  Mungo's  also  plan  to  set  up  an  email  mailing  list  for  newsletter  updates  and  we  will  continue  to  use  social  media 
and  hold  engagement  events  if  the  shelter  is  awarded  planning  permission. 

"There  is  also  a  formal  consultation  taking  place  about  the  planning  consent  application  which  closes  on  August  24. 

"It  is  important  to  note  that  the  planning  application  is  proposing  to  use  St  Anne's  House  as  a  winter  shelter  on  an 
interim  basis  for  the  next  two  winters  until  March  2020.  After  this  period  the  longer  term  use  for  the  site/building 
will  be  decided  by  Bristol  City  Council. 

"If  approved,  it  would  provide  much-needed  additional  capacity  for  the  city's  shelter  programme  which  currently 
stands  at  65  beds."

A  Bristol  City  Council  spokesperson  said:  “We  are  always  deeply  saddened  to  hear  about  the  death  of 
someone  who  has  been  sleeping  on  the  streets. 

“Rough  sleeping  is  dangerous,  and  people  sleeping  on  the  streets  face  danger  to  their  physical  and  mental 
health  as  well  as  risk  of  assault.  In  the  worst  cases,  this  can  lead  to  long  term  health  problems  and  even 
death. 

“Serious  Incident  Reporting  forms  part  of  the  monitoring  of  commissioned  services  and  includes  notifying 
the  council  of  incidents  relating  to  Health  and  Safety,  including  the  death  of  individuals. 

“The  council  often  relies  on  details  passed  on  from  providers,  so  dates  and  times  of  death  may  vary  from 
those  recorded  by  the  coroner  as  information  can  sometimes  be  second  hand.  For  the  same  reason,  names 
may  occasionally  be  misspelled  when  they  are  reported,  and  people  often  use  aliases  rather  than  the  names 
on  their  birth  certificates.  The  coroner’s  office  does  not  formally  notify  us  of  outcomes. 

“A  meeting  has  been  arranged  with  the  Public  Health  team  to  review  deaths  for  the  last  financial  year,  put  in 
place  a  formal  multi-agency  process  and  set  up  a  six-month  review  for  any  recorded  deaths  between  April 
and  September  this  year. 

“The  council  has  a  duty  of  care  to  everyone  living  in  the  city  and  in  Bristol  we  are  working  together  to  try 
and  end  homelessness  through  both  short  term  solutions  and  long  term  change.  However,  we  acknowledge 
that  homelessness  is  a  complex  problem  that  cannot  be  solved  overnight. 

“People  turn  down  offers  of  support,  or  are  not  able  to  maintain  a  place  in  temporary  accommodation,  for  a 
number  of  reasons  -  we  appreciate  that  each  person’s  situation  is  different.  Part  of  supporting  people  is 
often  about  challenging  them  to  take  up  an  offer  that  is  not  always  their  first  choice. 

“If  anyone  is  concerned  about  someone  rough  sleeping  please  make  a  referral  to  StreetLink.org.uk  This 
information  is  passed  onto  our  outreach  team  who  will  then  make  contact.”

“A  meeting  has  been  arranged  with  the  Public  Health  team  to  review  deaths  for  the  last  financial  year,  put  in 
place  a  formal  multi-agency  process  and  set  up  a  six-month  review  for  any  recorded  deaths  between  April 
and  September  this  year. 

“The  council  has  a  duty  of  care  to  everyone  living  in  the  city  and  in  Bristol  we  are  working  together  to  try 
and  end  homelessness  through  both  short  term  solutions  and  long  term  change.  However,  we  acknowledge 
that  homelessness  is  a  complex  problem  that  cannot  be  solved  overnight. 

“People  turn  down  offers  of  support,  or  are  not  able  to  maintain  a  place  in  temporary  accommodation,  for  a 
number  of  reasons  -  we  appreciate  that  each  person’s  situation  is  different.  Part  of  supporting  people  is 
often  about  challenging  them  to  take  up  an  offer  that  is  not  always  their  first  choice.
